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THE  NAME  AND  FAMILY  OF  STEPHENSON 

The  name  of  STEPHENSON  is  believed  by  some 
authorities  to  be  of  ancient  Anglo-Saxon  origin.  Others 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  name  is  of  Norman  origin 
and  that  il  went  into  England  at  the  time  of  William 
the  Conqueror,  about  the  year  1006  A.  I).  Its  meaning 
is  “son  of  Stephen”,  and  if  is  found  on  ancient  records 
in  t lie  various  spelling  of  Steevenson,  Stephenson, 
Stevensoun,  Stevonsone,  and  Stevenson,  of  which  ttie 
two  last  are  the  forms  most  generally  in  use  today. 

Families  of  this  name  were  resident  at  early  dates 
in  Scotland,  whence  they  spread  to  several  English 
counties,  as  well  as  to  various  parts  of  Ireland  at  a 
somewhat  later  time.  These  lines  appear  to  have  been, 
for  the  most  part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yoemanry 
of  Great  Britain. 

The  Stevensons  or  Stephensons  are  said  to  have 
been  a  very  ancient  clan  in  Scotland,  possibly  related 
to  the  MacGregors.  One  of  their  earliest  records  is 
that  of  a  Stevenson  of  the  county  of  Lanark  in  129(5, 
and  another  is  that  of  Thomas  Stevenson  of  Yorkshire 
in  1379. 

Henry  Stephenson  was  living  in  Roxburghshire, 
Scotland,  in  1698.  He  appears  to  have  been  the  father 
of  Robert,  who  removed  to  Ireland,  where  he  was  the 
father  of  William,  James,  Elizabeth,  Nancy,  and 
Robert,  of  whom  the  last  went  to  England  and  became 
the  father  of  George  Stephenson  of  engineering  fame, 
who  invented  the  locomotive. 

A  few  of  the  members  of  the  family  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  various  parts  of  the  world 
in  more  recent  times  are: 

Robert  Stephenson  (1803-1859),  English  civil  en¬ 
gineer  and  son  of  the  before  mentioned  George 
Stephenson  of  engineering  fame. 

John  James  Stevenson  (1841-1924),  of  New  York, 
American  geologist. 

Robert  Louis  Stevenson  (1850-1894).  Scottish 
novelist,  essayist,  and  poet. 

Francis  Marion  Stephenson  (b.  1899),  of  Ohio, 
scientist  and  author. 

J.  R.  Stevenson,  author  of  “Thomas  Stevenson 
and  His  Descendants”.  (1902). 

One  of  the  most  ancient  and  probably  the  best 
known  of  the  coats  of  arms  of  the  Stevenson  or 
Stephenson  family  is  that  described  as  follows  (Burke, 
General  Armory,  1884)  : 

Arms  —  “Gulls,  on  a  bend  a  bend  argent,  three 
leopards’  faces  vert.” 

Crest  —  “A  grab  or.” 
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WHY  YOU  HAVE  A  FAMILY  NAME 
AND  WHAT  IT  MEANS  TO  YOU 

Primitive  personal  names  doubtless  originated 
soon  after  the  invention  of  spoken  language,  although 
the  date  of  their  first  use  is  lost  in  the  darkness  of 
ages  preceding  recorded  history.  A  surname  is  a  name 
added  to  a  baptismal  or  Christian  name  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  making  it  more  specific  and  of  indicating 
family  relationship  or  descent.  True  surnames,  in  the 
sense  of  hereditary  designations,  date  in  England  from 
about  the  year  1000.  Largely,  they  were  introduced 
from  Normandy,  although  there  are  records  of  Saxon 
surnames  prior  to  the  Norman  Conquest.  Perhaps  the 
oldest  known  surname  in  England  is  that  of  Hwita 
Hatte,  a  keeper  of  bees,  whose  daughter  was  Tate 
Hatte.  By  the  end  of  the  twelfth  century,  hereditary 
names  had  become  common  in  England.  But  even  by 
1465  they  were  not  universal.  In  America  a  greater 
variety  of  family  names  exists  than  anywhere  else  in 
the  world.  Surnames  of  every  race  and  nation  are 
represented.  Those  Americans  who  possess  old  and 
honored  names  —  who  trace  the  history  of  their  sur¬ 
names  hack  to  sturdy  immigrant  ancestors,  or  even 
beyond,  across  the  seas,  and  into  the  of  antiquity  • — 
may  he  rightfully  proud  of  their  heritage.  Like  the 
coat  of  arms  — <  that  vivid  symbolization  of  the  name 
which  warrior  ancestors  bore  in  battle  —  the  name 
itself,  borne  through  every  event  of  a  man’s  life  and 
through  the  lives  of  scores  of  his  progenitors,  became 
the  badge  of  famiy  honor  —  the  “good  name”  to  he 
proud  o  ,  to  protect,  and  to  fight  for  if  need  be.. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  STEPHENSONS  IN  AMERICA 

Starting  from  many  traditions  handed  down  to 
me  direct  from  my  grandfather  and  as  far  hack  as  75 
years  ago,  I  have  personally  investigated  these  facts 
in  various  places  and  have  elicited  the  following: 

Richard  Stephenson  was  horn  in  Scotland,  coming 
to  the  New  World  with  his  parents  in  1720.  They 
located  in  Harrisonberg,  Colony  of  Virginia.  Richard 
married  Priscilla  Crawford,  a  widow,  by  whom  he  had 
seven  stalwart  sons,  all  of  whom  served  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  Their  names  were  John,  James,  Thomas, 
William,  Hu^h,  Andrew,  and  Robert. 

William,  my  great  grandfather,  was  born  in  1750 
in  Harrisonberg,  Virginia,  and  was  a  colonial  soldier. 
His  youngest  brother,  Robert,  was  a  bodyguard  to 
George  Washington.  William  married  Rebecca  Robin¬ 
son,  whose  forefathers  emigrated  from  England  to 
New  England  in  the  17th  Century.  In  1776  they  cross¬ 
ed  over  the  Alleghany  Mountains  into  West  Virginia 


and  settled  in  Greenhriar  County  near  White  Sulphur 
Springs.  They  had  three  sons  and  five  daughters. 


WILLIAM  STEPHENSON 


William  Stephenson  (1750-1820)  married  Rebecca 
Robinson  (1761-1848)  in  Virginia  in  Henry  County  in 
Rocky  Mountains.  Eight  children  were  born  to  this 
couple,  one  of  whom  married  a  DeJernet,  they  were: 
Susannah  Stephenson,  January  28,  1788. 

Sarah  Stephenson,  July  29,  1783,  married  Reuben 
Stark. 


John  Edward  Stephenson,  April  26,  1784,  married 
Jane  Stalcup;  they  had  4  sons  and  2  daughters. 

William  Stephenson,  March  13,  17S8,  went  to 
Missouri. 

James  Stephenson,  May  1,  1792. 

Nancy  Stephenson,  November  24,  1798,  married 
Mr.  Troutman  at  Logansport,  Indiana. 

Rebecca  Stephenson,  May  24,  1802. 

Benjamin  Stephenson,  June  30,  1796,  died  Febru¬ 
ary  28,  1887.  Married  Mary  Grimes  Stephenson,  born 
1794,  at  Lincoln  City,  near  Jasper  in  Dubois  County, 
Kentucky.  Lived  on  a  farm  in  Henry  County,  Ivy. 
Left  Kentucky  in  1817. 

John  Edward,  my  grandfather,  was  born  here  in 
1786.  He  fought  under'  General  William  Harrison  at 
the  Battle  of  Tippecanoe  when  General  Harrison  de¬ 
feated  that  great  Shawnee  Indian  Chief,  Tecumseh, 
on  November  17,  1811.  Grandfather  and  his  company 
had  marched  there  from  Vincennes,  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  miles,  along  or  near  the  course  of  the 
Wabash  River,  through  dense  forests,  except  when 
they  crossed  the  Shawnee  Prairie  and  Wea  Plains. 
Vincennes,  settled  by  the  French  in  1702,  is  not  only 
the  oldest  settlement  in  Indiana,  but  probably  the 
oldest  settlement  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains. 
After  the  War  of  1812,  lie  returned  to  Kentucky,  on 
tlie  Ohio  River,  on  land  for  which  1  still  hold  the 
deeds.  In  1820  he  trekked  to  Indiana,  locating  a  land 
grant  inwhat  later  became  Fountain  County  near 
Attica.  I  have  often  heard  him  say  that  when  lie  came 
through  where  Indianapolis  is  now,  there  was  only  a 
single  log  cabin  there,  located  on  the  White  River,  lie 
built  a  log  cabin  on  the  edge  of  the  Shawnee  Prairie. 
There  my  father,  William  Henry  Harrison  Stephenson, 
his  youngest  son,  was  born  in  1830.  The  same  year 
that  Attica  was  platted,  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
farm,  Harry  (as  he  was  always  called)  married  Mar- 
zella  Hughes,  the  daughter  of  John  Hughes,  a  neigh¬ 
bor,  in  1856.  They  lived  on  the  original  farm  for  63 
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yenrs  and  died  only  six  months  apart,  in  1919.  About 
1926  my  sister  and  I  sold  five  acres  off  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  original  grant,  which  father  cleared  and 
built,  to  a  Mr.  Logan  for  $1,500.  Within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  cabin  which  father  built  for  his  bride 
(in  which  I  was  born  in  1859)  was  the  old  log  school 
where  father  received  his  meager  education  in  reading, 
writting  and  arithmetic,  and  where  I  attended  one 
term.  A  new  frame  union  school  house  was  built  a 
mile  away. 

Time  marches  on  —  My  sister  and  one  of  my 
nieces  still  live  on  the  farm,  the  latter  the  fourth 
generation  of  the  family  to  live  there  continuously  for 
the  last  120  years.  It  is  my  opinion  that  very  few,  if 
any,  families  in  the  Middle  West  have  such  a  record. 

The  next  heir  in  succession  to  “Maple  Manor”  is  my 
grand-nephew,  Duane  McCord,  28,  a  rising  financier 
of  Pasadena,  California.  I  hope  he  will  keep  the  farm 
and  that,  when  he  has  made  his  fortune,  he  will  retire 
to  “Maple  Manor”  and  will,  at  his  passing  away,  hand 
it  down  to  some  worthy  descendant.  A  descendant, 
who,  if  not  Stephenson  in  name,  at  least  will  have 
blood  in  his  veins  of  those  hardy  old  pioneers  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Indiana  andKentucky.  It  is  my  earnest  wish  and 
prayer  that  the  Stephensons  will  carry  on  ad  infini¬ 
tum. 

My  grandfather’s  youngest  brother,  Benjamin, 
left  Kentucky  in  1817  on  horseback,  with  only  a  gun 
and  an  axe,  settling  on  a  wooded  tract  in  Washington 
County,  Indiana.  This  county  was  one  of  the  original 
thirteen  counties  in  the  territory  which  was  to  be 
called  Indiana.  He  also  had  three  sons  and  seven 
daughters.  My  great-uncle  Benjamin  lived  to  be  91 
years  old.  Many  descendants  are  now  living  within  a 
radius  of  a  dozen  miles  of  where  lie  located  in  1817. 

At  the  death  of  his  father  in  1820,  his  mother  Rebecca 
came  to  live  with  Benjamin,  where  she  died  in  18-18  at 
93.  She  lies  at  rest  in  the  Ml.  Tabor  Church  yard  six 
miles  west  of  Salem.  In  August,  1938,  1  bowed  my 
head  over  her  grave. 
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Richard’s  youngest  son,  Robert,  married  and  had 
a  son,  John.  The  latter,  when  quite  young,  also  mar¬ 
ried  and  had  a  son,  William,  who  later  removed  from  J 

Virginia  to  Boone  County,  Indiana.  One  of  his  child¬ 
ren  was  only  four  years  old  when  both  her  parents 
died,  in  1816.  This  little  girl’s  name  was  Margaret 
Ann  Stephenson,  now  Perry.  She  is  still  living  at  the 
age  of  97  at  1215  Last  12th  Street,  Indianapolis.  Last 
September  22  (1938)  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being 
Master  of  Ceremonies  at  her  96th  birthday  reception. 

Many,  many  friends  called  on  her;  the  only  other 


relative  there  besides  myself  was  Dr.  Charles  F. 
Voyles,  a  prominent  physician  of  Indianapolis,  a  great 
grandson  of  Benjamin  Stephenson. 

The  writer  married  Edith  Donner  McCrea  on 
June  28,  1888,  by  whom  he  had  three  sons,  all  of 
whom  were  in  the  first  World  War.  First  Lieutenant 
MacCrea  Stephenson  was  killed  in  action  in  an  air 
battle  over  Alsace  Lorraine,  September  16,  1918,  at 
the  age  of  29.  He  never  married.  First  Lieutenant 
Robert,  43,  lives  in  California  and  has  three  sons, 
William  MacCrea,  20,  a  junior  in  the  Class  of  ’41  at 
Dartmouth ;  Robert,  Jr.,  17,  a  senior  in  the  Class  of 
’40,  Culver  Military  Academy;  James, 8.  Corporal 
Edward,  who  lives  in  Indianapolis,  has  three  children, 
Edward,  Jr.,  15;  Shirley  Kay,  10;  and  Jane,  7.  The 
latter  is  the  youngest  member  of  the  seventh  genera¬ 
tion  of  Stephensons  in  America,  directly  from  Richard 
through  me  —  a  long,  long  cry  from  our  Scott  ances¬ 
try. 

(The  above  account  was  written  by  John  Edward 
Stephenson,  b.  1859.) 

John  Edward  graduated  from  high  school  in 
Attica,  Indiana,  studied  medicine  in  Indianapolis  for 
three  years.  This  study  became  distasteful  and  he 
entered  commercial  life  after  making  a  trip  to  visit 
a  relative  in  Warsaw,  Indiana.  Here  he  met  a  very 
interesting  girl.  The  folks  he  visited  had  a  store.  He 
became  interested  in  mercantile  affairs,  too.  The  girl 
turned  out  to  be  none  other  than  Jean  Stratton  Porter. 

After  becoming  a  widower,  lie  moved  to  Holly¬ 
wood  and  his  home  was  near  that  of  Mrs.  Porter. 
They  renewed  their  acquaintance.  She  was  killed  in 
an  automobile  accident  soon  after  that,  and  la*  was 
mm  of  tin*  pallbearers.  She  was  16  years  old  when  lie 
first  met  her. 

He  was  very  successful  in  the  business  world.  In 
1898,  with  small  capital  and  unlimited  energy  and 
courage,  he  established  the  Century  (larment  Company 
at  Indianapolis.  It  became  nationally  known,  with 
branch  offices  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco 
and  New  York.  Mr.  Stephenson  sold  his  clothing  firm 
in  Indianapolis  for  $580,000.  then  invested  in  a  large 
factory  in  New  York  City.  He  operated  it  many  years, 
then  sold,  retired,  went  to  Los  Angeles  and  built  a 
beautiful  home  in  Beverly  Hills.  His  son  Hubert  and 
family  lived  with  him  there.  They  later  went  to 
Indianapolis  where  John  Edward  Stephenson  lived 
with  his  son  John  Edward. 
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LIFE  OF  BENJAMIIN  STEPHENSON  AND  WIFE 
MARY  GRIMES  STEPHENSON 

Our  most  remote  ancestor,  for  whom  we  have  a 
story,  was  Richard  Stephenson  (See  an  earlier  page.) 
One  of  his  seven  sons,  William,  came  with  his  family 
from  Virginia  when  his  son,  Benjamin,  was  nine  years 
old.  Some  of  Benjamin’s  sisters  who  married  did  not 
come  with  the  family  to  Kentucky.  This  was  about 
1805  or  1800.  No  doubt  the  family  traveled  over  the 
rough  trails  in  an  oxen-drawn  wagon.  They  settled  in 
Henry  County,  Kentucky.  Abraham  Lincoln’s  family 
was  then  living  in  Harding  County,  Kentucky.  He  was 
born  in  the  well-known  year  of  1800.  George  Washing¬ 
ton  had  '  3en  dead  only  a  few  years. 

The  county  seat  of  Henry  County,  Kentucky,  is 
New  Castle. 

William  and  Rebecca  Stephenson  came  into  pos¬ 
session  of  400  acres  in  Henry  County,  Kentucky,  near 
Harrods  Creek  at  Floyd  Fork.  In  1811  William  sold 
100  acres  to  his  son  William  and  wife  Peggy  for  $1,000. 
In  1823  the  father  William  sold  to  another  son  John 
Edward  100  acres  for  $1,000. 

When  Benjamin  was  21  years  old,  in  1817,  he 
wished  to  marry  a  brown-eyed  girl  named  Mary 
Grimes,  daughter  of  a  neighboring  farmer.  Her  father 
opposed  the  marriage,  so  plucky  young  Bennie  per¬ 
suaded  Mary  to  fly  with  him.  lie  got  ready  li is  most 
needed  belongings  such  as  a  gun,  axe,  knives,  etc., 
mounted  his  young  black  mare,  and  witli  his  Mary 
riding  behind  him,  headed  from  Henry  County,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  toward  Louisville,  a  distance  of  40  miles  to 
the  northeast.  There  they  crossed  the  Ohio  River  by 
ferry  and  proceeded  northward.  Benjamin  and  Mary 
knew  some  people  who  had  gone  to  Washington 
County,  Indiana,  and  thither  they  were  bound. 

In  some  way  they  reached  their  destination.  Ind¬ 
iana  had  become  a  state  the  year  before,  1810.  Many 
of  the  first  Iloosier  settlers  had  already  begun  to 
establish  homesteads.  The  land  office  was  at  New 
Albany  where  a  secretary  or  agent  must  sign  an  in¬ 
denture,  legalizing  a  claim  to  land.  Then  the  deed  was 
signed  by  the  president. 

We  do  not  have  a  record  of  the  date  and  place  of 
Benjamin  and  Mary’s  marriage,  but  there  were  squires 
and  preachers  along  the  way  to  serve  travelers. 

This  young  couple  hurriedly  put  up  a  cabin  of 
poles  and  covered  it  with  clapboards.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  interesting  to  many  of  our  modern  young 
brides  to  try  to  imagine  what  Mary  Stephenson  had 
with  which  to  go  to  housekeeping.  How  many  of  us 
could  match  the  courage  of  all  such  pioneers? 


A  grandson  of  this  first  Stephenson  to  establish 
a  homestead  in  Washington  County,  Indiana,  E.  B. 
Stephenson,  youngest  son  of  Nelson,  estimated  Grand¬ 
father  Bennie  thus:  He  knew  that  at  best,  to  settle 
in  a  new  land  of  forest  meant  years  of  tin*  hardest 
kind  of  work,  accompanied  with  scant  food  and  cloth¬ 
ing.  Not  withstanding  such  obstacles,  the  fearless 
Nordic  blood,  indicated  by  his  still,  blue  eyes  and 
light  complexion,  often  triumphed  over  sore  discour¬ 
agements.  Experience  has  taught  the  world  that  when 
a  good  wife  like  Grandmother  Mary  says,  “We  can 
win,  I’ll  do  my  best,”  and  a  man  is  a  man,  they  will 
have  a  home  and  rear  a  family  that  will  be  a  credit 
to  their  community. 

They  reared  a  splendid  family  of  12  children,  all 
of  whom  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  for  their  time.  Their 
tli rtte  sons  and  seven  daughters  each  raised  respected 
families  with  a  creditable  degree  of  refinement  for 
their  time  and  opportunity.  Located  as  they  were  in  a 
forested  region  with  a  house  of  logs,  no  school,  no 
church,  going  to  mill  and  to  market  only  every  few 
months  (nearly  100  miles  on  horseback),  our  pioneer 
parents  found  time,  even  in  the  face  of  all  tlu^se 
difficulties,  to  furnish  funds  to  establish  a  school  and 
build  a  church. 

Tlie  first  church,  called  Mt.  Tabor,  built  in  that 
community  was  of  logs,  located  about  two  miles  east 
of  the  present  Mt.  Tabor  Christian  Church.  Alter 
most  of  Benjamin’s  children  'were  grown  and  married, 
he  and  they  owned  a  great  deal  of  land  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  where  the  present  Mt.  Tabor  is.  He  wished  to 
see  a  new  church  there,  so  lie  gave  the  ground  for 
both  the  church  and  a  cemetery.  His  three  sons.  Simp¬ 
son,  John,  and  Nelson,  gave  trees  for  the  lumber.  Most, 
and  perhaps  all,  of  his  children  became  members  there 
and  lived  nearby.  A  grandson,  Eli  B.  Stephenson,  said 
he  well  remembered  seeing  his  grandfather  come  into 
that  church,  take  his  place,  and  listen  intently  to  the 
preacher.  Practically  all  of  the  two  generations  after 
Benjamin,  as  well  as  the  third,  were  members  of  this 
Mt.  Tabor  Church.  That  church  stood  until  11  >53  when 
a  new  one  of  Indiana  Limestone,  from  tla*  Bedford 
mills,  was  built  on  the  site  of  the  older  frame. 

Going  back  to  Benjamin's  home,  which  was  a 
mile  east  of  the  present  Mt.  Tabor  Church,  as  soon  as 
possible  he  built  a  second  good  log  house.  Here  his 
oldest  children  Were  born.  Later  he  built  a  good  frame 
house  tt  little  way  below  the  log  house  nearer  the 
spring.  Here  the  other  children  were  born.  That  house 
became  t lie  property  of  Benjamin’s  youngest  son,  Nel¬ 
son,  who  had  a  small  fruit  garden  fenced  in  at  the 
old  garden  spot  up  the  hill  near  where  the  log  house 
stood.  Nelson’s  granddaughter  Lola  (Stephenson) 
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Louden  says  she  remembers  going  with  her  Grand¬ 
mother  Jemima  Stephenson  to  that  fruit  garden  to 
gather  red  and  black  respberries  and  rhubarb.  Lola, 
sometimes  sat  on  one  of  the  large  stones  were  the 
log  house  had  been.  Some  of  the  chimney  stones  were 
also  still  there. 

Benjamin’s  frame  house  had  rather  large  rooms 
with  high  ceilings. 

There  was  a  good  stone-walled  cellar.  A  fireplace 
was  in  every  room.  There  were  two  large  beds  and  a 
trundle  bed.  One  bed  had  ropes  on  which  they  laid 
straw  and  feather  beds.  A  large  back  porch  was  where 
the  family  ate  in  the  summer.

Benjamin’s  frame  house,  built  of  poplar,  belong¬ 
ed  to  his  youngest  son,  Nelson,  after  his  children  were 
all  married  and  he  was  becoming  quite  feeble.  The

\e\ri  4009;  oil  MAttir  2.  1843.  Elder  Thomas  Marlin  per¬ 
formed  the  ceremony  at  tin*  home  of  Jemima's  parents. 
Her  parents  were  Nathan  and  Rachael  Maudlin.  She 
was  the  Iasi  surviving  member  of  a  family  of  thirteen 
children.  She  and  husband  Nelson  united  with  the 
Christian  Church  at  old  Mill  Creek  at  the  sumo  lime 
and  later  transferred  their  membership  to  the  Christ¬ 
ian  Church  congregation  at  Mount  Tabor  where  it  re¬ 
mained  until  the  death  of  both.  Nelson  Stephenson 
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was  an  elder  of  this  congregation  for  many  years  and 
to  the  time  of  his  death. 

When  President  Lincoln  issued  his  first  call  for 
volunteers  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War,  Nelson 
Stephenson  joined  Company  A,  66th,  Indiana  Volun¬ 
teers.  He  served  through  the  duration  of  the  war, 
four  years,  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Richmond,  Ky., 
Dallas,  Ga.,  and  others  besides  the  entire  Altanta 
Campaign  to  the  sea. 

He  made  his  home  on  land,  six  miles  west  of 
Salem,  which  was  originally  homesteaded  by  his 
father.  He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  stock  raiser. 

To  this  union  were  born  six  children,  five  boys 
and  one  girl.  Two  sons,  John  and  Peter  and  the  girl, 
Eliza,  died  when  very  young.

My  father,  William  Francis  Stephenson,  was  born 
March  21,  1851,  at  the  old  homestead  of  his  grand¬ 
father,  Benjamin  Stephenson,  in  Washington  County, 
Indiana.  He  received  his  education  at  Salem,  Indiana, 
'  and  became  a  farmer  and  cattle  raiser.  He  marri.ed 
Martha  Jane  Ashings  on  September  12,  1872,  and 
moved  to  a  farm  near  Pinhook,  Indiana  (near  Bed¬ 
ford,  Indiana).  There  he  acquired  many  acres  of  rich 
farm  land  and  stocked  it  well  with  cattle,  sheep,  hogs, 
turkeys  and  chickens.

Eli  B.  Stephenson  was  the  last  and  youngest 
grandchild  of  our  pioneer  Benjamin  Stephenson.  Eli 


said  he  remembered  hearing  his  grandfather  Benjamin 
say  that  he,  Benjamin,  was  nine  years  old  when  his 
father,  William  Stephenson,  and  mother,  Rebecca 
(Robinson),  left  Virginia.  More  about  this  early  per¬ 
iod  of  Benjamin’s  life  has  been  given  in  the  first  part 
of  this  family  history.  The  land  in  Washington  County 
Indiana,  which  Benjamin  “took  up”  and  for  which 
lie  secured  a  deed  from  the  land  office  in  Jefferson¬ 
ville,  Indiana  lies  six  miles  west  of  Salem,  Indiana, 
on  what  is  now  (1955)  Road  No.  56.  It  is  still  owned 
by  one  of  the  direct  descendants  of  our  pioneer  Ben- 
T  jamin  Stephenson. 

All  of  the  children  of  Nelson  Stephenson,  young¬ 
est,  son  of  Benjamin,  were  born  at  the  elder  St  *  phen- 
.  son's  home  place.  This  house  was  built  down  the  hill 

a  little  way  from  Benjamin’s  second  log  house.  After 
it  burned,  Nelson  built  an  eight  room  house,  using 
the  original  stone  walled  cellars  of  the  former  house. 

,  When  Eli  was  about  20  years  of  age  and  shortly 
after  he  was  married,  lie  attended  Eikosi  Academy  at 
Salem,  which  was  a  school  more  advanced  in  some 
respects  than  our  present  high  schools.  He  taught 
school  two  years  after  that,  one  room  country  schools, 
in  Vernon  Township  and  at  White  Rose.  Not  caring 
to  pursue  the  teaching  profession,  Eli  decided  to  study 
law.  This  he  did  while  publishing  “The  Salem  News”. 
A  very  fine  man  and  a  good  lawyer  of  Salem,  Harvey 
Morris,  was  most  generous  in  allowing  Eli  to  use  and 
study  from  his  law  books.  With  a  foundation  thus  se¬ 
cured,  Eli,  with  his  family,  moved  to  Bloomington  and 
entered  law  school  at  Indiana  University.  In  three 
years  he  graduated,  receiving  the  degree  L.  D.  (1892). 
For  the  most  part  of  the  remainder  of  his  life  he 
practiced  law  in  Bedford,  Indiana. 

As  a  youth  and  in  early  manhood,  Eli  heard  of 
the  operations  of  the  “Knights  of  the  Golden  Circle”, 
a  secret  orgnnszation  which  flourished  during  the 
Civil  War.  Its  purpose  was  the  overthrow  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  U.S.  by  force.  They  were  especially  strong 
in  the  southern  counties  of  Indiana.  The  men  who 
did  not  join  them  and  do  secret  military  training  were 
T  not  in  a  position  to  be  protected  either  in  life  or  pro¬ 

perty.  The  leaders  of  the  “Knights”  were  tried  and 
sentenced  by  a  federal  grand  jury  in  Indianapolis. 
After  Eli  B.  Stephenson  graduated  from  1.  U.,  he 
f  secured  access  to  the  record  of  these  trials  for  treason 

and  published  them  in  book  form  about  1893.  They 
were  widely  sold  in  Washington  and  adjoining  coun¬ 
ties. 

In  January  1904,  accurred  a  foul  murder  of  a  young 
Latin  Teacher,  Miss  Sarah  Schaeffer,  of  Bedford  High 
School.  It  was  before  the  day  of  finger  printing  else 
it  might  have  been  rather  easy  to  apprehend  the 
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murderer.  At  the  time  of  this  incident,  Ell  B.  Stephen¬ 
son  was  the  deputy  prosecutor  of  Lawrence  and  Mon¬ 
roe  Counties.  Robert  G.  Miller  of  Bloomington  was 
the  Prosecutor.  Both  of  these  men  hud  been  students 
together  at  I.  U.  Stephenson  handled  most  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  in  the  case  at  Bedford.  His  daughter,  Lola, 
was  a  senior  in  high  school  at  the  time.  Since  the 
murdered  teacher  was  beloved  by  all  of  her  pupils 
and  by  the  people  in  Bedford  generally,  and  being  of 
a  fine,  upright  character,  no  motive  could  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  deed  except  probable  assault. 

Since  Mr.  Stephenson  still  had  all  the  written 
and  otherwise  materials  of  the  trial  proceedings,  in 
late  life  he  wrote  a  detailed  account  of  it  all  and  pub¬ 
lished  il  in  a  booklet.  Nearly  a  thousand  copies  were 
sold  in  Lawrence  and  Monroe  Counties.  Different 
suspects  were  charged,  tried  and  dismissed  but  since 
there  was  no  eye  witness  the  murder  has  never  been 
definitely  solved.  However,  Mr.  Stephenson  points 
rather  clearly  to  the  one,  who,  in  his  opinion  was  the 
guilty  one.  Many  others  also  share  the  same  opinion. 

The  suspected  one,  who  was  questioned  by  the  grand 
jury  but  never  indicted,  did  not  live  long  after  such 
a  stirring  event  gave  Bedford  a  “Black  eye”  for  many 
years.  People  there  deeply  resented  the  adverse  critic¬ 
ism  which  reporters  from  the  country’s  leading  news¬ 
papers  gave  her.

Young.  Mark  Maudlin  and  all  of  family  were  Friends 
or  Quakers,  and  very  assiduously  attended  there 
church  worship.  As  an  evidence  of  their  devotions  to 
the  doctrines  of  their  church,  Nathan  and  James 
Maudlin  were  each  assessed  $4.00  for  refusing  to  drill 
or  muster  with  the  militia  or  take  a  part  in  any  war 
like  matters. 

The  Maudlin  family  have  surely  been  distinguish¬ 
ed  for  honesty,  civility,  sobriety  and  longevity  . 

OUR  MAUDLIN  FAMILY  IN  AMERICA 
GENERATIONS 

1.  Ezekiel  Maudlin  -  wife,  Hannah.  Came  from 
England  and  settled  in  North  Carolina.  Records  show 
that  lie  was  in  North  Carolina  in  1703  and  died  March 
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16,  1706.  He  owned  land  and  left  an  estate,  of  which 
Hannah  was  administratix. 

Ezekiel  had  five  children:  Edward,  Ezekiel,  Jr., 
Mary,  Elizabeth  and  Sarah. 

According  to  the  English  law  prevailing  in  the 
colonies  at  that  time  Edward  inherited  the  land  and 
Ezekiel,  Jr.  inherited  a  Coat  of  Arms  suggesting  that 
this  family  was  of  more  than  ordinary  importance. 

Hannah  was  still  a  widow  four  years  after  the 
death  of  Ezekiel,  as  shown  by  her  signature  written 
“Hannah  Maudlin”  when  she  witnessed  a  will.  Hannah 
later  married  a  man  named  Davis  and  they  evidently 
had  a  daughter  named  Ann,  as  indicated  in  Hannah’s 
will. 

Sometime  after  the  death  of  Davis,  Hannah  mar¬ 
ried  a  Samuel  Charles  and  another  daughter,  Hannah, 
Jr.,  was  born  December  5,  1723.  Hannah’s  third  hus¬ 
band,  Charles,  died  in  1728  and  Hannah  remained  a 
widow  until  her  death  in  1752.  She  left  an  estate,  dis¬ 
posed  of  by  her  will. 

There  Is  presumptive  evidence  that  Ezekiel  and 
Hannah  came  from  the  region  of  London,  as  indicated 
by  the  fact  that  later  there  were  Maudlins  in  London 
having  the  same  given  names.  Hannah  Maudlin  Char¬ 
les  made  no  mention  in  her  will  of  any  descendant  of 
her  son,  Ezekiel,  Jr.,  who  died  twenty  years  prior  to 
the  death  of  Hannah. 

Ezekiel,  Jr.  left  a  will  which  was  approved  in 
court  April  17,  1732.  This  will  of  Ezekiel,  Jr.  is  as 
the  first  official  document  made  by  a  Maudlin  in 
America. 

2.  Edward  Maudlin.  Oldest  son  of  Ezekiel  and 
Hannah.  Wife,  Mary  Nicholson.  Their  children  were 
John,  William,  Edward,  Jr.  and  Ezekiel.  Ezekiel, 
whom  you  will  observe,  is  our  ancestor.  Presumably 
this  second  Ezekiel  was  named  for  his  grandfather, 
the  pioneer  from  England.  This  Ezekiel  died  July  10, 
1745.  It  is  not  certain  whether  Edward  had  other 
children. 

3.  Ezekiel  Maudlin.  He  was  one  of  the  sons  of  Ed¬ 
ward  and  he  married  a  woman  named  Mary  and  there 
is  evidence  that  her  name  was  probobly  Hall. 

Records  show  that  they  had  at  least  three  child¬ 
ren,  namely:  Edmund,  Elizabeth  and  Sarah.  Edmund, 
our  ancestor,  was  the  oldest  one  and  was  born  April 
7,  1735. 

4.  Edmund  Maudlin.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Perrisho. 
Their  oldest  son  was  Mark  (our  ancestor)  born  in 
1766.  lie  married  Esther  Worrell.  Edmund  also  had 
a  son,  Benjamin,  born  October  12,  1771.  Benjamin 


married  Leah  Copeland  in  1795.  Benjamin  moved  to 
Michigan  and  died  August  17,  1847.  Edmund  evidently 
had  other  children. 

Edmund  was  the  fourth  generation  of  our  direct 
line  in  North  Carolina  and  he  was  the  last  who  died 
there. 


o.  Mark  Maudlin.  Non  of  Edmund.  He  was  the 
pioneer  Maudlin  who  located  in  Washington  County, 
Indiana.  He  had  seven  children,  namely;  Rachel, 
Nathan,  James,  Polly,  John,  Benjamin  and  Larkin, 
who  were  all  born  in  North  Carolina,  and  six  of  the 
•  children  were  evidently  married  then*.  Three  of  Mark's 
sons,  namely;  Nathan,  John  and  James  married  into 
a  North  Carolina  family  by  the  name  of  Brown. 
Nathan  (my  ancestor)  married  Rachel  Brown,  James 
married  Polly  Brown  and  John  married  Nanev  Brown.

U  After  tiie  death  of  Polly,  the  wife  of  James,  he 

married  Mariah  Cornet.  The  Maudlins  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  the  family  of  Mark  were  Quakers.  Many  com¬ 
plimentary  things  have  been  said  about  Esther  Worrell 
Maudlin,  wife  of  Mark.  She  was  evidently  a  hand¬ 
some,  high  minded,  pious  Quaker.  Her  many  excellent 
qualities  were  appreciated.  She  and  Mark  died  in 
Washington  County  and  were  both  buried  in  the  ceme¬ 
tery  of  the  old  log  Mt.  Tabor  Church,  which  was 
located  on  the  farm  later  owned  by  John  E.  Wade. 
This  cemetery  is  a  mile  or  so  north  of  the  present  Mt. 
Tabor  Church  and  cemetery. 


6.  Nathan  Maudlin.  Son  of  Mark  and  Esther  Wor¬ 
rell  Maudlin.  His  wife  was  Rachel  Brown.  Nathan’s 
children  were  as  follows:  Mark,  Joel,  Edmund  Pris¬ 
cilla,  Eunice,  Easier,  Lucinda,  Nathan  B.,  Polly, 
(Jemima,  Ann,  also  Levina  and  Rachel  who  died  young, 
perhaps  in  childhood. 

Mark  married  Delilah  Stephenson. 

Joel  married  Catherine  Jane  Stephenson. 

Edmund  married  Eliza  Loveless. 

Nathan  B.  married  Ann  Marlin. 

4  Priscilla  married  Daniel  Chastain. 

Eunice  married  William  Martin.

Lucinda  married  William  Scott.

Nathan  Maudlin  was  born  August  12,  1792  and 
died  August  24,  1835,  age  43  years,  lie  is  said  to  have 
been  a  handsome  man  of  excellent  qualities  like  bis 
splendid  mother.  He  died  of  an  acute  disease  as  stated 
by  his  son  Joel. 
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Nathna,  his  wife  Rachel,  the  two  children  who 
died  young  and  Lucinda  Scott  and  perhaps  a  few 
others  were  buried  ou  Nathan’s  farm  at  the  western 
side  in  the  old  orchard.  As  a  boy  I  helped  my  father, 

William  W.  Voyles  and  my  Uncle  I»gan  D.  Voyles 
build  a  fence  of  wooden  posts  and  woven  wire  around 
these  graves.  I  also  attended  the  funeral  when 
Nathan’s  daughter  Lucinda  Scott  was  buried  there. 

Nathan’s  mother,  Esther  Worrell  Maudlin,  and  his 
wife,  Rachel,  lived  to  be  very  old,  age  upward  of 
ninety  years,  and  perhaps  nearer  one  hundred  than  . 

ninety. 

Nathan  burned  brick  on  his  farm  and  built  a 
credible  brick  house  which  stood  in  the  interior  of 
his  farm.  As  a  boy  I  helped  my  father  tear  down  this  ^ 

old  brick  house  after  father  acquired  the  land. 

7.  Joel  Maudlin.  He  married  Catherine  Jane  Step¬ 
henson,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Stephenson.  They  had 
seven  children  as  follows :  Elmira,  Thomas,  Cynthia 
Ann,  John,  Newton,  Jane  and  Benjamin. 

The  mother  of  these  children,  Catherine  Jane, 
died  comparatively  young.  She  was  born  July  1(5,  1829 
and  died  January  28,  1861.  She  was  buried  at  Mt. 

Tabor.  She  was  thirty-two  years  old. 

After  the  deatli  of  Joel’s  wife  he  married  her 
shier  Cynthis  Walton,  who  was  a  widow  and  had 
children.  Two  sons  were  born  to  Joel  and  Cynthia, 
namely:  Nathan  B.  and  Albert.  Joel’s  children  are  all 
dead  now  except  Albert,  who  is  77. 

Benjamin  was  a  young  infant  when  his  mother 
died  and  he  was  taken  into  the  home  of  Mark  Maudlin, 
brother  of  Joel.  Mark’s  wife  was  also  a  sister  of 
Benjamin’s  deceased  mother.  Benjamin  remained  in 
the  home  of  Mark  until  he  was  grown  and  married. 

The  next  younger  child  was  Mary  Jane,  two  years 
old.  The  oldest  was  Elmire,  my  mother,  who  was 
twelve.  Their  grandfather,  Benjamin  Stephenson,  took 
these  two  and  they  remained  in.  his  home  until  they 
were  both  grown  and  married. 

My  grandfather,  Joel,  with  the  others  of  his 
family  moved  from  Washington  County,  Indiana,  to 
Worth  County,  Missouri,  in  18(59. 

Joel  Maudlin  was  born  March  2,  1825  and  died  % 

July  8,  1912. 

Joel  Maudlin’s  children  were  married  as  follows: 

Elmira  married  William  W.  Voyles  of  Washington 
County,  Indiana,  September  20,  1868. 

Thomas  B.  moved  with  his  father  to  Missouri  and 
died  when  scarcely  grown.  He  was  not  married. 

Cynthia  Ann  was  married  to  Henry  C.  Truliinger. 


John  E.  married  Jane  McPheeters. 

Newton  M.  married  Prudence  Grey. 

Mary  Jane  married  Luke  II.  Bressie  of  Washington 
County,  Indiana. 

Benjamin  J.  married  Mary  Ann  Freed  of  Orange 
County.  Indiana. 

Nathan  B.  married  Lettieia  Agnes  Jackson. 

Albert  married,  but  names  are  unknown  to  the 
writer. 

Elmira,  Jane  and  Benjamin  were  married  in  Ind¬ 
iana  and  all  the  others  were  married  after  the  family 
moved  to  Missouri. 

Joel  was  a  tall,  strong  type  of  man,  who  was 
sometimes  said  to  physically  resemble  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln.  He  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor.  He  once  owned 
a  farm  in  the  western  part  of  Washington  County, 
Indiana,  where  he  farmed  and  dealt  in  livestock.

Joel  Maudlin’s  first  wife  was  Catherine  Jane

Joel  Maudlin’s  second  wife,  Cynthia  Stephenson 
Walton,  horn  August  7,  1822,  died  July  1,  1888.  Buried 
in  the  same  Cemetery  as  Joel.  Joel  Maudlin,  born 
March  2,  1825,  died  July  8,  1912.  Buried  in  a  Country 
Christian  Church  Cemetery,  in  Worth  Co.,  Missouri. 
The  earlier  name  of  the  cemetery  was  “Ito.; »  Hill 
Cemetery”,  but  now  it  is  known  as  “Middlefork  Ceme¬ 
tery”.  This  cemetery  is  in  the  vicinity  where  he  first 
located  on  moving  to  Missouri. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  above 
data  was  received  by  Dr.  Charles  F.  Voyles  from  his 
Uncle  Nathan  B.  Maudlin’s,  who  had  this  information 
in  an  Atlas. 

Wife  of  William  W.  Voyles  and 
daughter  of  Joel  Maudlin.

Hattie  married  Elias  Z.  Marshall  of  Washington 
County,  Indiana  and  later  moved  to  Liberty,  Kansas, 
where  they  now  live.  He  farms  and  deals  in  livestock.

Illinois,  and  is  now  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Ezra  E.  graduated  in  dentistry  and  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  active  lifetime  in  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  Indianapolis.

Elmira  Voyles  was  a  widow  for  about  twenty-two 
years,  during  which  time  she  lived  in  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Evalyn  Black,  in  Indianapolis.  She  died  at 
the  age  of  nearly  eighty-seven  years  and  was  buried 
at  Mt.  Tabor  in  Washington  County,  Indiana. 

9.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Voyles.  Graduated  in  medicine 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky  and  practiced  about  seven 
years  in  Illinois  and  was  married  there.  After  taking 
post  graduate  study  in  several  cities  and  Europe  he 
located  in  the  special  practice  of  gastro-enterology  in 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Dr.  C.  F.  Voyles  and  wife,  Hazel  Wagner  Voyles, 
have  one  child,  named  Mary  Ellen. 

10.  Mary  Ellen  Voyles.  Born  in  Indianapolis,  Ind¬ 
iana,  May  16,  1916.  Was  graduated  from  DePauw  in 
1937  and  from  Radcliff  College,  Cambridge,  Mass,  in 
1938.  She  was  married  to  Harry  R.  Blasingham,  Jan¬ 
uary  3,  1942.  They  took  up  residence  in  Indianpolis, 
after  which  the  husband  enlisted  in  the  army  of 
World  War  II.  He  is  a  lieutenant  in  an  ordnance  div¬ 
ision  and  they  are  now  located  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.

His  home  was  in  Tulsa  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  December  1925,  at  the  age  of  approximately 
sixty-five  years.  Death  was  caused  from  complications 
resulting  from  an  injury  to  his  hand. 

The  above  history  has  been  obtained  partly  from 
my  father’s  Bible  family  record,  partly  from  personal 
knowledge  and  partly  from  researches  of  Mrs.  J.  E. 
McMullen,  genealogist,  Huntington,  Indiana.  She  is  a 
Maudlin  descendent  and  she  obtained  the  data  regard¬ 
ing  the  first  four  generations  from  county  records  in 
North  Carolina. 

The  Maudlins  have  been  a  progressive  people  as 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  they  left  England,  an  old 
country,  and  came  to  a  new  country  with  better 
opportunities  and  that  they  kept  moving  further  west. 

They  have  been  a  thrifty  people,  as  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  farmers  owning  their 
own  farms  and  have  left  estates. 

They  have  been  a  moral,  upright  people,  as  indi¬ 
cated  by  the  fact  that  the  first  five  generations  in 
America  have  been  active  members  of  the  Quaker 
Church. 

Many  other  descendents  of  my  grandfather,  Joel 
Maudlin,  have  not  been  mentioned  for  the  reason 
that  they  live  in  other  states,  especially  Missouri,  and 
I  do  not  have  the  necessary  information.

Sarah  Stephenson  married  Reuben  Stark  in 
Henry  Co.,  Ky.,  on  April  22,  1805.  Sarah  was  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  and  Rebecca  (Robinson)  Stephenson. 
William  and  Rebecca  Ilohinson  were  natives  of  old 
Virginia  and  descendants  of  the  Edglish.  William  Im¬ 
migrated  to  Ky.  in  about  1802  and  died  in  Ky.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Stephenson,  an  old  resident  of  Vernon  Twp., 
was  born  on  June  30,  1790.  Benjamin  married  Mary 
Grimes  about  1817.  Sarah  (Stephenson)  Stark  was  a 
sister  of  Benjamin,  y 

The  1810  Census  for  Ky.  shows  that  Reuben  and 
Sarah  had  two  males  and  two  females  under  10.  Since, 
they  were  married  in  1805  they  bad  four  children  by 
1810  and  all  were  living.  Pleasant  Stark  entered  Gov’t, 
land  in  Vernon  Twp.  on  Feb.  13,  1830.  lie  sold  this 
land  in  Sec.  20  to  Nelson  Stephenson  on  Oct.  1.  1844 
consisting  of  80  A.  Pleasant,  married  Sally  Yancy  in 
Vernon  Twp.  on  Dec.  1,  183(1  with  bis  stepfather's 
consent.  Pleasant  and  Reuben  were  both  Baptist, 
preachers.  .Reuben  preached  at  Mt.  Carmel,  north  of 
Campbellsburg  about  1817. 

Here  is  what  I  want  to  know. 

Did  Sarah  marry  a  second  husband  in  Vernon 
Twp.  or  in  Ky?  Do  you  know  whether  Pleasant  was 
Sarah  and  Reuben’s  son?  I  have  never  found  their 
names  in  any  records  yet.  Pleasant  had  a  step- fa  I  her 
that  gave  consent  to  bis  marriage  and  could  have 
been  Sarah’s  second  husband.  Reuben  may  have  died 
in  Ky.  I  am  not  sure.  Sarah  died  about  1840.  Your 
files  may  show  if  Sarah  lived  in  Vernon  Twp.  I 
found  the  names  of  the  three  younger  children  of 
Sarah  namely  ;Thomas  C.  Stark,  born  1S24  ;  Paulina 
Stark,  and  Charles  Allen  Stark.
